The C]ir\' of Kalamazoo 

engaged the ser-\aces of N T H 

c o n s u l t a n t s , and the K R W C 

engaged AS ' I l consul tan ts to 

interpret and help form a response 

to the .Miied RI, Serious short­

comings in the characterization of 

existing conditions were noted, and 

technical questions regarding several 

important issues were raised. Not 

the least of wliich is the potential 

threat to the Cit \ 's municipal water 

supplv, drawn from a well field just 

downstream from the AUied site. 

At the most recent meeting 

between ASTF and the L P A / R P s , 

held at .Vrcus on September 23, 

Mike Berkoff deflected questions 

specificallv related to the N T H 

report, saving the IT'A had not had 

the rime to smdv it fully. Mr. 

Berkoff promised that a soon-to-be-

released "Technical Memorandum" 

would provide a bridge from the 

Remedial Invest igat ion to the 

upcoming keasibihtv Study. 

}{PA Remedial Project Manager, 

Jim Saric, said that he would 

propose further testing to the 

Landowners, whose representative, 

Suda Arakere, attended the meeting, 

to answer the question about 

deepe r acjuifer migra t ion of 

contaminants. 

The next meeting is tentativelv 

set for sometime in November, 

after the release of the Technical 

Memorandum. This would be a 

forum to further discuss the 

parameters that stakeholders can 

agree on to begin to answer some 

of the technical concerns regarding 

the iAUied Site. We need to assess 

and begin to develop responses to 

the possible threats to human and 

environmental health posed bv the 

continued phvsical presence of 

PCB contaminated paper mill 

waste, and possible water-borne 

spread of tliis known carcinogen, 

to our pubUc drinking water. 
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R I : R E M E D I A L I N V E S T I G A T I O N O R R E A L L Y I N C O M P R E H E N S I B L E ? 

Just what is the Allied Site RI telling us? What isn 't it telling us about a potential threat to the safety of our drinking water? 

At the end of March, the FlPA 
released an "RL" or Remedial 
Investigation, document on the 
former Allied Paper Mill Site in 
Kalamazoo that is part of the Allied 
P a p e r , I n c . / P o r t a g e C r e e k / 
Kalamazoo River Superfund Site. The 
RI—all 9,500 pages of it—spells out 
the details of where actual PCB 
contamination is located on that site 
and in what concentration. 

It isn't prett}\ Not only are PCBs 
present in high levels, but sampling 
for other contaminants in subsurface 
soils have found dioxins, volatile 
organic compounds , aluminum, 
barium, chromium, copper, cvanide, 
lead, mercur\% and zinc. The site itself 
strU contributes PCBs to Portage 
Creek as the sheet pile that had been 
installed is leaking and contatTUnated 
groundwater is flowing around and 
beneath it. 

And what about the safet)' of our 
drinking water? It's hard to say. The 
RI is an unwieldy document made up 
of maps, charts, and information that 
is difficult to decipher bv the average 
citizen. The CiU' of Kalamazoo hired 
NTH Consultants to help them make

sense of it all. A released report dated 
September 17, 2008 highlights a 
number of concerns and points out 
weaknesses of the RJ itself The 
report notes that potential risk of 
contamination to the cit\''s water 
supply is "virtually ignored in the RI, 
in spite of legitimate concerns raised 
by MDEQ's Water Bureau C:hief 
Engineer, who was never consulted 
during the RI process." The report 
goes on to state that Kalamazoo's 
Wellhead Protect ion P r o g r a m -
designed to protect over 120,000 
citizens are not even taken into 
acc(3unt. 

For reasons not explained, 
sampling for contaminants was only 
done on 1/3 of the actual xVllied 
propert\\ It doesn't appear that any 
sampling has been done in residential 
areas close to the propert\'. Residents 
have offered and requested this but 
none have been done. \XTiv is this? 

And do you remember when 
we were aU told that 132,000 cubic 
vards ot PCB laden waste would be 
sate to dump into the heart of our 
cit\' even though it didn't meet the 
federal regulations to handle this r\pe 

of waste PCBs? The 
argument was that the PCB 
residual materials already 
there would ser\re as a terrific 
liner. It seems that the 
"liner" that citizens had been 
assured was just tine, even 
without the additional tons 
of PCB materials dumped on 
top of it, is leaking. This 
concept of using the PCB 
materials that are there as a 
vertical barrier or in a tlnal 
cover is included within the 

RI and according to the 
N IT-I r e p o r t is 

The weighty RI 

"indefensible" and "scientifically 
unacceptable." 

While the EPA process is 
complex, the choice for citizens is 
simple. We have two paths before us. 
We can do nothing or we can do 
something. If we do nothing, our 
inaction speaks loudlv. We are, in 
e s sence , a l lowing the federal 
government and Georgia-Pacific 
Corporation and Millenium Holdings 
LLC, the ver\f companies who have 
polluted our rivers and lakes, to 
determine for us and our children 
how clean is clean, when it comes to 
our river and land. 

/\fter the RI, the FS, or feasibility' 
studv will be coming out. This wiU 
outline several options for cleanup as 
it relates to the Allied Site. We believe 
that it must include, as one possible 
option, the complete removal of all 
PCB-contaminated material from the 
AUied Site. 

If we value clean drinking water, 
human health and our environment 
we aU need to do something. FAen if 
it's just a little something. Pay 
attention to this situation. Talk to 
vour neighbors, the person waiting in 
the grocery line with you. Stay alert to 
this critical issue and be prepared to 
rise up it necessar}'. 
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The KRCC beEeves that tire Allied Site and other properties along the Kalamazoo Ri\'er that are within the Superfund Site 
must be cleaned up to a level that protects human health and the health of our eco-system health. Wlien it comes to the 
Allied Site, the KRCC believes that:-.\ dangerous site is not acceptable. Contaminated aquifers that pose a risk to die 
drinking water for more than 100,000 people is not acceptable. If this is the case, then capping is not an option as it will 
not solve the contamination problem.-An RI/FS that does not allow for realistic possibility- for re-use/redevelopment of 
the land is unacceptable. Historically, the EPA has not factored redevelopment issues into their process, but the KRCC 
believes that a just process will integrate redevelopment throughout the Superfund cleanup process, from the RI, to the 
Feasibility' Studv to the Record of Decision.-Risk assessments that have been done in the past and the findings from the 
independent study that the cit\- of Kalamazoo contracted for all need to be taken into account in planning and cleanup. 
-Any cleanup solution to the Allied site problem, must be carried out witiiin the context of a "global solution". Our best 
chance for success for anv local site within the Superfund site will come about through a collaborative, regional strategy, 
involving local, state, federal governments, paper companies (I'otentially Responsible Parties, or PRP,s), environmental and 
outdoor interest groups, and private citizens along the entire 80-+- miles of the Site.

W H O HAS THEIR EYE ON REGION 5? 
IVho will be our next President of the United States? This question is burning on the minds of many Americans right now. Another 

question we will also need to be asking is: Who shall serve as the Head of Region 5? Just what is. Region 5, you ask? Read on . . . 

T h e L . S, F n v i r o n n i e n ta 1 
Protecti(.)n .\.gency (EPA) came into 
hcing during rhe Nixon .\dministranon 
in 1970, Ser\'ing as an independent 
r egu l a to ry agency , the F P . \ is 
responsible for the implementatitJii ot 
federal laws designed to protect the 
e n v i r o n m e n t . T o make it m o r e 
manageable, the FP.A has divided the 
United States into 10 regions. If you 
are reading this, vou most likely hail 
from Region 5, which is the largest of 
all the regions and encompasses 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan, Minnesota, 
Ohio and Wisconsin, 

Regiona l F P . \ a d m i n i s t r a t o r s 
c\picallv have wide latitude to enforce 
(or not enforce) environmental laws. 
The President of the LUiited States has 
the privilege of appointing individuals 
into these critical positions. In 2006, 
President Bush appointed Mary Gade 
to ser\-e as the head ot Region 5 whose 
home office is in Cliicago, It was Cjade 
who declared in .\pril 2007, "F.PA has 
c lear lv h e a r d the c o n c e r n s of 
Kalamazoo officials and residents," 
( jade since drew fire trom officials in 
Washington after she sent contractors 
to test soil in a Saginaw- neighborhood 
where D o w had found high levels ot 
dioxin, a dangerous carcinogen. The 
Chicago 1 ribune reported that tvvo top 
aides to FPA .Vdniinistrator Stephen 
lohnson demanded that C^ade resign or 
be fired by June 1. 2008. Man Ckde 
choose to resign. 

According to the Chicago Tribune, 
Gade belie\'cd her forced resignation 
w-as due to her efforts to push D o w

While you 've heard the saying, "follow the money," it might behoove us to follow the example of the PRPs . 

P A C , o r P o l i t i c a l . A c t i o n 
Committee, is a political commit tee 
organized for the purpose of raising 
and spending money to elect and defeat 
candidates . M o s t P A C s represen t 
business, labor or ideological interests. 
Those W'ho can contr ibute into the 
PAC are employees, spouses of the 
employees , and i m m e d i a t e family 
members . So, for instance, David L. 
Robertson, Georgia-Pacitlc 's chairman 
of the board and president and chief 
operating officer of Koch Industries 
gave 5,000 to K o c h Industries Inc. 
Political Action Commit tee (kochpac). 
His wife, Kathleen also gave 5,000 to 
this pac. James Hannan , die C E O and 
president of Cieorgia-Pacific and his 
wife Susan also gave 5,000 each to the 
same political action commit tee. 

Wliat to make of all this? This is a 
good reminder to all of us that 
corporat ions, dieir employees, and tiieir 
spouses are A C T I V E in a t tempting to 
look out for their interests. Shouldn' t 
we as well? W e don ' t need to reach into 
our pockets for 5,000* but we can use 
our voice. We can write letters to our 
elected officials and call them up and 
let them know we want the Kalamazoo 
River, the ^Allied Site and all aspects of 
the superfund site cleaned up to a level 
to protect human health and the health 
of our eco-system. 

In the graph below, the P A C s are 
connected with the corporat ions that 
are responsible for cleaning up the 
K a l a m a z o o River . Georg ia -Pac i f i c 
acquired Fort James in 2000. Koch 
Industries purchased Georgia-Pacific 
back in 2005. Weyerhaeuser Company 
is a PRP. MlUenium Holdings, Inc. 
which -also is a PRP, isn't in the graph 
below as it doesn ' t appear they have a 
P^\C. More research will need to be 
done to determine if any of the 
companies associated with them have a 

PAC and if so, if any of those monies 
are be ing funneled to Michigan 
politicians.
